Brevity Not Always Soul Of W it 


G e o r g a Sokolsky Says . . . 
This Mechanical World 


Rep. Clarence C annon, (li-AIo) rose 
on the floor of the House ’ e ot er da.v 
and delivered himself a cap.-ule sum­ 
mary of the nation’s plight, 
“The situation is simple,” he declared. 
"At the end of the Second World War, 
we were masters of the world. 11 »‘fl we 
let another nation barely out of bar­ 
barism outdistance us. 
That statement is a model of con­ 
gressional brevity. Seldom does a con­ 
gressman say what he wants to say 111 
two sentences. On this point, brevity, 
wo commend Congressman Cannon’s ex­ 
ample and rail it to the attention of his 
colleagues. 
Rut the statement is exceptional for 
another reason. Congressman Cannon 
has managed to compress into two sen­ 
tences more inaccuracies, more distor­ 
tions and more misleading statements 
than one is likely to find in a dozen 
pages of sentences alm ost anywhere 
else. 
In the first place, the situation is not 
simple. It is so extremely complex that 
the nation’s best minds haven’t yet 
found the answers. 
In the second place, it is a gross dis­ 
tortion to sav that we emerged from

War 
II 
as 
“m asters 
of 
the 
world.” 
That suggests a master and 
slave relationship which never existed. 
We were in no sense m asters over our 
“slave” allies, nor were we masters over 
a collection 
of 
slave - like defeated 
powers. To suggest am such relation­ 
ship is repugnant to our ideals and con­ 
trary to the facts.

Surely, we haven't been outdis­ 
tanced in nuclear submarines or long- 
range bombers or aircraft carriers, and, 
on the assurance of the topmost officials 
in government, we haven’t I w n out­ 
distanced in overall military strength. 
Tliere are one or two other hairs we 
might split with the distinguished con­ 
gressman from Missouri.

An anonymous letter arrives from a mis-fnforasd 
person who says, “It is alright for you to he interested 
in the Heart Fund because your boy had a heart 'opera­ 
tion. My kids don't have heart trouble . . . how cook! tKs 
heart fund help them?” 


I am grateful for this letter, since I «uppoae msny 
persons labor under the delusion that the financial, 'Sá­ 
ltense of cardiac surgery is assumed by the Heart Aa- 
soci&tioi). 
THIS IS NOT TRUE . . . giving individual 
aid in a financial way is NOT the program of the Amsri- 
can Heart Association or its local affiliate. My aon’i 
surgery was paid for by Madalyn Maloney, Blue Cross, 
and Blue Shield. (And I sincerely thank God for those 
I wo' dependable agencies.) 
What is more, I. ha vs the 
receipts to prove it 


The purpose of the Heart Fund is to provide money 
for research , . . and to educate the public about the 
heart, its illnesses, cures, and, care. There is also an ex­ 
tensive rheumatic fever detection program to protect 
the young from suffering cardiac infection as a result 
of this serious disease. 


I feel that many jtersons misunderstand the work 
of the Heart Association because they know the March 
of Dimes does provide medical care and therapy for 
those stricken with polio and crippling diseases of simi­ 
lar nature. 
I do understand that in some cases the 
Heart Fund provides penicillin for patients, in need of 
this on a continuous basis . . . and one woman from 
New' York State whom I encountered at Johns Hopkins 
Hospital told me her city's Heart Committee had moved 
a tank of oxygen into her home as a continuous sentinel 
guarding her tiny, deformed “ blue baby.” 


Here in our county Dorothy Oliver, the capable 
secretary of the Monroe County Heart Committee, drove 
a cardiac patient to Philadelphia on Tuesday, for heart 
surgery. Any questions as to the work of the local com- 
mitte should. I feel, he addressed to her at her office. 
Her telephone is listed in the local directory. 


I will say this, however: while my son’s oinration 
was not made possible directly by the Heart Fund, in 
an indirect way it most certainly was. 
Had it not been 
for the research that had, gone on for years, thanks to 
the contributions of interested citizens, heart surgery 
today would not be an accomplished fact . , . it would 
still be a wishful dream in the mind of every physician 
in our world. One by one, heart illnesses are being con­ 
iine red by research . . . today, conditions that were in­ 
operable even two or three years ago, are being relieved 
by the surgeon’s knife and the scientist’s studies. 
So, Mrs. or Mr. Anonymous. HOW WILL THE 
HEART FI ND HELP YOLK CHILDREN? 
Maybe by 
mastering a condition that may afflict them thirty years 
from now because of faulty diet and lack of exerci.se 
. . . maybe simply by keeping their Mother or Dad alive 
an extra few years!
